C. sieberiana—West African yellow-fld. rival of the “golden 

shower” for rocky soils. $2. 

C. javanica—Lovely pink flower clusters. May. $3. 

C. nodosa—“Pink and white shower.” July. $2 and $6. 
TABEBUIA TREES (Tabebuia sp.) Finest of them all. 

T. argentea. Clouds of golden flowers in April. 

T. ipe—Pink-flowered Argentine tree. $3. 

T. heterophylla—Pink-Howered evergreen. $2. 

T. pentaphylla—Pink. Salvador’s national tree. $2. 

T. guayacan—Yellow-flowered Panama tree. 

T. No. 1048—Pink flowered from Mexico. $2. 

T. No. 1076—Roble Cortez from Mexico. 

T. palmeri—Lavender flowers in December. $2. 

T. haemantha—Red flowered tree from Cuba. |

DILLENIA (Dillenia indica), Evergreen. Bears 6-inch 
magnolia-like flowers. 


PELTOPHORUM (Peltophorum inerme). Magnificent Phil- 
ippine shade tree. Quantities of yellow flowers all summer. 


CALLIANDRA (Calliandra sp.) Showy puft-ball flowers. 
C. haematoephala—Intense red. 
C. surinamensis—White with bright pink tips. 


AGATI (Sesbania grandiflora coccinea). Beautiful red-flow- 
ered tree from Asia. $3. 


MARKHAMIA (Markhamia lutea). New African tree bear- 
ing yellow flowers striped purple. 


SCARLET HAMELIA (Hamelia erecta). Native Florida 
tree with quantities of small red flowers all year. 


JACARANDA (Jacaranda acutifolia). Splendid old favorite 
bearing quantities of blue flowers. 


ROYAL POINCIANA (Delonix regia). Magnificent red- 
flowered favorite from Madagascar. July. 


DWARF POINCIANA (Caesalpinia pulcherrima). Shrub 
or small tree with showy red or red-and-yellow flowers. 


PERFUME TREE (Cananga odorata). True Ylang-ylang 
with heavily scented yellow flowers. 


MAXIMILIANEA (Cochlospermum vitifolium). Striking 
tropical tree with exceedingly showy golden blossoms. $1, 
$8 and $5. 


ENTADA (Entada abyssinica). Leguminous, feathery shade 
tree from Kenya with panicles of white flowers. 


SHAVING BRUSH (Pachira fastuosa). Green-trunked tree 
bearing 6-inch flowers like big red shaving brushes. 5’ high. 
$1 and $2. 


DAUBENTONIA (Daubentonia tripetti). Hardy shrub or 
small tree bearing quantities of bright red, pea-like flowers. 


YELLOW ELDER (Stenolobium stans). Evergreen Florida 
native bearing clouds of yellow tubular flowers twice a year. 


DANIELLIA (Daniellia oliveri). African leguminous tree 
with broad leaves and large umbels of white flowers. 


CHORISIA (Chorisia speciosa). Seedlings of famed pink- 
flowered McMullen tree near Clearwater. $2. 


APOPLANESIA (Apoplanesia paniculata). White flowered 
leguminous, feathery-leaved tree from Mexico. 


HETEROPHRAGMA (Heterophragma adenophyllum). Tall 
Malayan tree of striking appearance bearing copious yel- 
low-brown flowers. : 


BYRSONIMA (Byrsonima cotinifolia). Red and yellow 
flowered tree from Central America, showy in bloom.

Splendid 
Indian tree bearing quantities of white flowers. $2. I can 
also furnish Holarrhena wulfsbergi, in gallon cans. 
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SCHOTIA (Schotia transvaalensis). African evergreen bear- 
ing great clusters of rich wine-red flowers. $5. 


QUEEN’S CRAPE MYRTLE (Lagerstroemia speciosa).

MILLINGTONIA (Millingtonia hortensis). White-flowered 
evergreen tree from India. Very fine. Beautiful cut 
foliage. Related to Tabebuia $2. 


CALOTROPE (Calotropis gigantea). Large African shrub 
or small tree with whitish leaves and umbels of white 
flowers. 

GEIGER (Cordia sebestena). Frost-tender evergreen tree, 
native of Florida keys, bearing magnificent sprays of or- 
ange-red, geranium-like flowers all year. $2. 

LIPSTICK (Bixa orellano). Small ornamental with bright 
pink flowers in grape-like clusters followed by strange 
pods which provide brilliant red dye for milady. 

BEAUTYLEAF (Calophyllum antillanum). Wind-resistant 
evergreen tree bearing clusters of white fragrant flowers.
